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REMaMKS 

In the Non-Finol Office Action, Examiner Ahn rejecied pending claims 1-6 on 
various grounds. The Applicant responds to each rejection as subsequently recited 
herein, and respectfully requests reconsideratjon and fUrther examination of the 
present appb'cation; 

A. Examiner Ahn rejected claims 1, 3, 5 and 6 under 35 U,S.C. § 102(e) 
as being anticipated by U,S. Patent No. 6»424,681 Bl to Tellado et 
al. 

The Applicant has thoroughly considered Examiner Ahn's remarks concerning 
the patentability of claims 1, 3, 5 and 6 over Ttlladp The Applicant has also 
thoroughly read Tellado, To wanani this §1 02(e) rejection of claims 1 , 3, 5 and 6, 
Tellado must show each and every limitation of amended independent claim I in as 
complete detail as in contained in amended independent claim K See , MPEP §2131. 
The Applicant rcspectftilly traverses this §1 02(e) rejection of claims 1, 3, 5 and 6, 
because Tellado tails to teach or suggest an " averagiT^p interference in a partially 
loaded multicarrier system, wherein nulls are iransmined on at least one of thp 
subcarriers during at least one symbol period: and wherein a data symbol is 
transmitted on at least one of the other subcarriers during the at least one symbol 
period " as recited in amended independent claim I. 

Withdrawal of the rejection of amended independent claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(e) as being anticipated by Tellado is therefore respectfully requested. 

Claims 3, 5 and 6 depend from amended independent claim 1. Therefore, 
dependent claims X 5 atid 6 include all of ihe elements of amended independent claim 
1 . It is therefore respectfully submitted by the Applicant that dependent claims 3, 5 
and 6 are allowable over Tellado for at least the same reasons as set forth herein whh 
respect to amended independent claim 1 being allowable over Tellado, Therefore, 
withdrawal of the rejection of dependent claims 3, 5 and 6 under 35 U,S-C, §1 02(e) as 
being anticipated by TVfforfo is therefore respectfully rxxjucsied. 
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B. Examiner Ahn rejecred claim 2 under 35 U,S,C. § 1 03(aJ as being 
unpatenxabJe over U.S. Patent No, 6,424,681 Bl to Telhch et aL in 
view of U.S. Pateni No. 6.473,467 Bl to IVallace 

Claim 2 depends from amended independent claim 1. Therefore, dependent 
claim 2 includes all of the elements of amended independent claim 1. It is therefore 
respectfiiUy submined by the Applicant that dependent claim 2 is allowable over 
Tellado in view of Wallace for at least the same reasons as set forth with respect to 
amended independent claim 1 being allowable over Teltodo, Therefore, withdrawal 
of the rejection of dependent claim 2 under 35 U.S.C. § J 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Tellado in view of Wallace is respectfully requested. 

C. Exatniner Ahn rejected claim 4 under 35 U.S.C. §l03(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S, Patent No. 6,424,681 Bl to Tellado et al. in 
view of U.S. Patent No. 6.781,976 Bl to Sormlng 

Claim 4 depends from amended independent claim 1, Therefore, dependent 
claim 4 includes all of the elements of amended independent claim I. It is therefore 
respectfully submitted by the Applicant that dependent claim 4 is allowable over 
Tellado in view oi Sunning for at least ibe same reasons as set forth with respect to 
amended independent claim 1 being allowable over Tellado. Therefore, withdrawal 
of the rejection of dependent claim 4 under 35 U,S,C, §103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Tellado in view of Sorming is respectfully requested.
